2. The War Production Board regulations also 
state that the word “producer” as used in this in­ 
stance shall mean: 


(a ) Persons who are resident operators of 
farms; 


(b ) Persons who reside in town, but who su­ 
pervise the operation of a farm by a tenant on 
a share basis, or by hired labor. 


(c) Those not classified above, but who grow 
food of the type normally stored in lockers in 
sufficient quantity to justify the use of a locker. 
In genera], this shall mean at least 200 pounds 
of meat or poultry, or 150 pounds of fruits 
and or vegetables which would be stored in a 
locker.
